Flood victims 'overwhelmed' by 
generosity of Dorset seaside town 


VICTIMS of the recent Somerset Levels flood¬ 
ing said they were “overwhelmed” by the gen¬ 
erosity of West Dorset seaside town Lyme Regis, 
after more than 50 property owners stepped for¬ 
ward to offer free holiday accommodation to 
those still unable to return to their waterlogged 
homes. 

The holiday scheme is being organised by the Rotary 
Club of Lyme Regis. Members were given the idea when 
holding a street collection for the flood-stricken victims 
over the New Year period, after a property owner said 
they would be willing to offer accommodation to those 
who were forced out of their homes. 

Rotarians contacted accommodation company Lyme 
Bay Holidays to ask if any more of their clients would be 
willing to do the same, and were delighted when they re¬ 
ceived more than 50 responses from generous self-cater¬ 
ing property owners in and around Lyme Regis. 

Rotarian John McCallum welcomed the first group to 
take up the scheme to the seaside town on Saturday. Mark 
and Kate Kirby from the flooded village of Moorland - 
visiting with their children Georgina, 14, Theo, 11 and 
neighbours Martin and Mandy Brooksbank and their son 
Ruben, 11 - said the visit to Lyme Regis during one of 
the peak weeks of summer was a “welcome break” after 
the stress of the past five months. 

In early February the Kirby family were woken in the 
night and evacuated at 2am by emergency services and 
Environment Agency officials monitoring the floods. The 
water level was ankle deep when they left their home but, 
when they returned the next day to salvage their personal 
posessions, it had raised to their stomachs and the entire 
donwstairs floor was destroyed. 

The family said they believed the flood water had been 
purposely directed at the village in order to protect larger 
towns nearby. Only 16 houses out of about 100 in Moor¬ 
land were saved from the water, including the home of 
the Kirby’s freinds and neighbours, Mr and Mrs Brooks¬ 
bank, thanks to residents who built a bund around the 
higher part of the village. 

Mr Kirby, a wholsale fruit supplier, said that his house 
had never been flooded before in its 150-year history. 
Since being evacuated the family have stayed in rented 
accommodation in Bridgewater while their home is 
cleaned and refurbished. 

He said: “We wore chest-high waders to visit the house 
but it got too difficult to walk through the water. It came 
up above the letterbox and door handles. 

“Everything downstairs was ruined. We had piled some 
things on top of others but didn’t realise how high it was 
going to get. It’s dirty, smelly water with lots of farming 
waste and oil in it.”

Mr Kirby said it took 
two months just to dry the 
house out and he hoped to 
return to his home in a 
month’s time. The clean¬ 
up period has been further 
delayed as there are only 
three slots when residents 
can enter the village when 
dredging is taking place, 
although the family said 
this was a “small price to 
pay” for the benefits of 
dredging. 

No one from any of the 
flooded houses in Moor¬ 
land has yet to move back 
into their homes and many 
residents had not seen 
each other since they were 
evacuated until a village 
meeting last week. Mr 
Kirby said it was good to 
see his neighbours getting 
back to normal life, as the 
last time he had seen many 
of them they had been 
completely devastated. 

“At the moment we are 
still in limbo; we’ve got

accommodation but it’s not home,” he continued. 

“We’ve been in the village for 18 years, the children 
have grown up there and it’s really hard. I’m really proud 
of how the children have coped though.” 

Speaking on the holiday scheme, Mr Kirby added: “It’s 
amazing, we’re so grateful. It is so generous of the Rotary 
Club and property owners, to see the support given is 
overwhelming. The Rotary Club are just fantastic.” 

Mr McCallum from the Rotary Club of Lyme Regis 
said the response from local property owners had been 
“phenomenal”. 

“This is a significant donation in the peak weeks of 
summer. It says a lot about the generoisty of Lyme Bay 
businesses.” 

Mr McCallum said that eight families from Somerset 
had so far asked for the respite accommodation, many 
living in rented accommodation, tents or caravans, and 
he expected there to be many more in the coming weeks 
as the offer from property owners was “open ended”. 

Rotary Clubs across the region have been heavily in¬ 
volved in assisting victims of the Somerset floods, which 
covered 25 square miles and engulfed five villages. As 
well as holding a street collection, members of the Lyme 
Regis club helped man a warehouse handing out food, 
clothes and other essential items to those who had lost 
virtually everything in the floods.

who have been affected by 
the floods. 

“It is a much appreciated 
contribution from a com¬ 
pany with a visible and 
welcoming presence at the 
heart of so many Somerset 
communities.

Councillor to fund first aid courses 


ILMINSTER division county councillor, 
Linda Vijeh, has announced her plans 
for spending her allocation of the 
£5,000 Health & Well Being funds, 
which becomes available on August 
1st. 

Councillor Vijeh said:"Last year I took 
the decision to allocate £1,000 to each 
of the five schools within the division, 
which was well received. I have been 
delighted at the range of projects the 
schools chose to use the money for, 
which has included the purchase of 
Forest Schools equipment, and a gar¬ 
den to enable pupils to grow and sell 
their own produce. 

"What is really disappointing, how¬ 
ever, is that last year a number of coun¬ 
cillors did not spend their allocated 
money, which I think is utterly dis¬ 
graceful. 


"In using my £5,000 this year I have 
taken a different approach. After con¬ 
sulting widely with members of the 
community I have decided, subject to 
county approval, to spend the money 
on Red Cross First Aid courses across 
the division. 

"I am still negotiating how I can max¬ 
imise the money I have available, but I 
plan to try to fund at least one first aid 
for adults course in each village, along 
with three shorter Save a Life courses 
in Ilminster, one in each school, and 
also a separate baby and child course. 

"If I am able to achieve this it means 
as many as 300 local people will then 
have gained the necessary skills and 
knowledge to help save a life, and will 
have proper accreditation to go with 
it, which they can add to their CVs."

EARLY May this year, staff 
at Feme Animal Sanctu¬ 
ary witnessed Betty, an 
abandoned colour pony, 
give birth to her first 
beautiful foal, Vera. 

Nikki Haddock, Head of 
Equine said: "We've 
never had a foal born 
here before. Vera's birth 
was wonderful. It was 
very easy and straight¬ 
forward and unusually, 
during the day. Births 
like this are normally at 
night, when there are 
fewer predators around 
and more privacy. 

"Everyone here ab¬ 
solutely adores Vera. 
She's very cheeky and al¬ 
ready very independent. 
It's a joy to see that she's 
feeding and developing 
so well and is such a 
happy little person. Betty 
is being a wonderful 
mum." 

Mum Betty, only three 
years old herself, was 
one of a group of 15 
abandoned colour 
ponies. At the time of 
Vera's birth, she had only 
been resident at Feme 
for three months. 

Nikki said: "Betty ar¬ 


rived at Feme eight 
months pregnant and 
with rain scald - a very 
unpleasant skin condi¬ 
tion caused by being left 
outside with insufficient 
shelter from the weather 
- lice, worms and over¬ 
grown feet. She was very 
poorly, in pain and not 
being fed. Luckily, she 
still had three months of 
her 11 month preg¬ 
nancy to go before her 
foal was born, so we 
managed to sort her out 
and get some nutrition 
into her." 

All the horses at Feme 
are named after famous 


fashion designers. Mum 
Betty was named after 
Betty Jackson and baby 
foal Vera after Vera 
Wang. 

"Recent statistics from 
collaboration between 
the largest animal wel¬ 
fare charities shockingly 
show there is a massive 
problem with aban¬ 
doned ponies in this 
country with approxi¬ 
mately 7,000 on the 'at 
risk'list"stated Nikki. 

"Both Betty and Vera 
need new homes.

She needs to 
be with another foal so 
that she has someone to 
play with.

Stevie G retires with dignity - unlike Goldenballs! 


IT was with sadness, and a bit of a shock to hear that 
Steven Gerrard has retired from international duty 
after a long and illustrious career. 

He has put his dedication and loyalty to his home 
club Liverpool ahead of leading England and maybe 
going on to become the country's most capped 
player ever, currently held by Peter Shilton. 

In announcing his retirement he said that he had 
been thinking about it for some while, but with Liv¬ 
erpool playing in the Champions League next sea¬ 
son, he had decided that given his age, body and in 
fairness to his club, it was the right decision to retire 
and put all his energy in domestic football. 

Gerrard played 114 times for England, starting all 
but four, and scored 21 goals in a career that 
spanned 14 years. 

England mOanager Roy Hodgson has never indi¬ 
cated that he would be dispensing with Gerrard de¬ 
spite the country's poor display in the World Cup, let 
alone as captain, and with six games, four of them 
European Championship qualifiers this year, he 
could have got within six of Shilton's record, and 
moved second in the all-time list. 

He has however decided that both for himself and 
that of his club and country now was the time to re¬ 
tire. 

Compare that to the situation of the player that 
stands one cap ahead of him with 115 appearances; 
the circus known as David Beckham. 

Goldenballs as he was often referred to was 
dropped from the national team after winning 94 
caps, but after being recalled reached 99 before he 
was overlooked again. Long past his best, he refused 


to retire and eventually was awarded his 100th in a 
friendly against the USA by Fabio Capello, probably 
the most inept England manager ever, who was a 
big Beckham fan. 

Driven by the media attention, although out of 
form and never an automatic selection, he refused 
to quit, so desperate was he to become the most 
capped player ever for England. 

Despite rarely starting a game - in his last 12 
games he was a substitute 10 times - and in most 
cases only coming on for the final few minutes, 
sometimes in added time, he clocked up more caps. 

He eventually gave up trying to catch Shilton, and 
declared himself the most capped outfield player. 

It must have been tempting for Gerrard to prolong 
his international career just long enough to pass 
him, but his dignity and unselfish attitude won 
through, and for that he must be applauded. 

Ayling decision 
disappointing 

AS expected the mass exodus of the summer took 
place and Gary Johnson is busy recruiting new play¬ 
ers for the new season in League One. 

I guess like many I have not been quite so enthusi¬ 
astic about the campaign ahead as I was last year; it 
was a terrible disappointment not to be seeing 
Championship football again this season.
